MMICHAEL ACT 
BEING ARGU 


Its Constitutionality Being Gis- 


cussed Defore Supreme Court 


Judge Reagan, of the Flint Circuit, 
Declares in Letter to Commis- 
sioner Mer#tt That He 
Was Misquoted in 
His. Decigion. 


In the supreme court of Georgia yes- 
terday morning argument was. begun in 
the case of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company against A. M. Hutch- 
enson, tax collector of Hancock county, 
et al., in which the constitutionality of 
the McMichael act, under the provisions 
of which a school tax was levied against 
citizens and the railroad company, is 
involved. 

In order to supplement the state school 
fund appropriation for the purpose of 
extenging their school term from six to 
eight months, the people of the counfy 
voted that the tax .be levied under the 
provisions of the McMichael act, and 
upon the recommendation of the county 
board of education the board of roads 
and revenues fixed the rate at two-tenthys 
of | per cent. The act provides that 
the tax be levied upon the property of 
citizens and railroad as appears from 
the county tax digest, and the Georgia 
rallroad, refusing to pay the tax, the 
tax collector issued a fi. fa, against the 
railroad, which was levied upon their 
property in the county. 

Claiming that the act was unconsti- 
tutional, in that the matter in the body 
of the act differed from that in the cap- 
tion, that the act designated no officer 
to collect the tax, and that it provided 
that the tax should be levied on prop- 
ery as it appears on the county. tax di- 
gest—no railroad property appearing on 
the county tax digest for the reason that 
railroads make their returns to the 
comptroller general—the Georgia Rail- 
road and Banking Company sought an 
injunction to .restrain the tax collector 
from proceeding with the levy. Judge 
Lewis, who presided because of the dis-\ 
qualification of Judge Holden, denied the} 
injunction, and the railroad company ap- | 
pealed the case in the supreme court. 

In this connection it will be interest- | 
ing to note that Judge E. J. Reagan,’ 
who recently decided a case in McDon- 
ough county involving the construction 
of the McMichael act, does not believe 
the act to be unconstitutional, and sug- 
gests that the law can easily be amend- 
ed. His decision is published elsewheré.

Judge Reagan misquoted. 


State School Commissioner Merrit is 
in receipt of a letter from Judge E. J. 
Reagan, of the Flint. circuit,. in which 
the latter states that his. decision, ren- 
dered recently in a case arising in Mc- 
Donough county, in which he granted an 
injunction against the McDonough coun- 
ty school trustees, has been misquoted, 


in consequence of which the friends of 
the. state school system have become 
alarmed, fearing that the McMichael act 
had been declared unconstitutional by 
him. 
What Judge Reagan Decided. 
The gist of Judge Reagan's letter is as 
follows: 
“The decision on the school question only 
covered two questions. The first was as 
to whether the McDonough school .lis- 


trict wae legally established. The sec- 
ond was as to whether the district school 
trustees had the legal right to Issue fil. 
fas. against rallooad property for taxes 
Both points were decided in the negative. 
The decision on the first point cannot 
pessibly affect any school outside of 
Henry county, and is, therefore, unimpor- 
tant so far as the other counties and 
schoo] districts in the state are con- 
cerned. The decision on the second point 
does not in any way affect the constitu- 
tionality of the MoMichael schoo! law. 
This law, in providing what property 
shall be taxed for district school ovbur- 
poses limits the district school trustees 
in making up the list of property for tax. 
ation to that appearing on the tax re- 
receiver's books. As railroad property 
is not required to be placed on the tax 
receiver’s books, the trustees were given 
no power to issue fi. fas. against the 
railroad company’s property. This is 
not a constitutional infirmity, but simply 
a defect that can, and, no doubt,. will be 
promptly and speedily remedied by the 
legislature when it meets next month, 
providing a method of collecting taxes 
from railroads for district school pur- 
poses. 

“The court never decided that the Mc- 
Michael law was~unconstitutional, but 
expressly stated to the contrary. The 
two questions decided necessarily "es 
sulted {In the granting of the injunction 
against the McDonough school trustees. 
But it is in no wav‘affects or impairs the 
school system of the state. It affects no 
county as such. It affects no school dia- 
trict in which no railroad property is 
located; and it only temporarily affects 
any school district as the law can eas- 
ilv be amended as suggested, and a 
method provided by which talilroad prop- 
erty can be reached for taxes by the 
school district authorities.”’
